Britaln’s Mounting Forelgn Trade.

While the sconomic greenhory goes
on argulng thaf a nation lecking free
gold, up to fts neck in current Inter-
national trade debt and facing a
henvy discount on its forelgn ex-
change, cannot Increase jts lmports,
veterau Great Britaln hammers away
at the markets of the world.

The British forelgn trade report for
January shows that the lmports into
the United Kingdom were nearly £49,-
QOOGD more than in January of last
year. They were some £84,000,000
mord than in Jaouary, 1018, Ever
sinee the end of the war the United
Kiogdom has beeu buylng more and
more from abroad—buying more than
ever was bought during or before the
war. Great Britain has been buying
more from abroad with the very pur-
pose of selllng more abroad.

Takiug the food which she Importe
to put productive steam Into her
workers, and tuking the raw material
which she imported to turn into fin
Ished products, Great Britaln has sup-
plied the needs of her own conanmers
and at the same time sent her exports
¢limbing. Forelgn sales of her own
British goods went up from £47.000.
O In January. 1919, to more than
£64,000,000 jn May, to vearly £75,000,-
000 In August, to £87,000,000 In Ne-
vember, to more than £80,000,000 in
December, and to nearly £106,000,000
in January just close<. From a mers
£4.500.000 In Jannary. 1919, her re-
exports of forelgn goods went up In
January just closed to £25,500.000,

In the last year Britigh lwports in-
creased by the pearly £49.000,000 we
hav® mentloned; but British exports
galoed In all more than £73,000,000,
While for Jantry, 1019, the wlverse
traide balance of Groat Brithin was
82,000,000, It was hauled down fur
January, 1820, to £52,000,000, Loying
abrond to sell abrond Great Britaln
thus narrowed the adverse trade bal-
ance gup Ly more than £30,00,000 a
month. A difference, expressed In ouy
UWn money, even in current cxchange
vilues, at the rate of abont a hilllon
of dollars & year.

Prof. Jastrow Surprised Some
Sclentists Accopt Belief
“Not Yet Proved.”

NO MYSTERY, HE ASSERTS

Declares “Manifestations” Are
Traceable to Reaetions of
fubeonscions Mind.

It is & aingular fact. as Prof. Jo-
woph Jastrow, peychologist of the Unlvers
#ity of Wisconsin, pointad out yesterday,
that the mmost inent converis to be-
Hef in spirituallsm have been solonl (ste
used to dealing with distinct phenomana
—8ir Oliver Lodge, # gréat physiclet ;
tho late Sir Willlam Crookes phywicist
and chemist; Sir Conan Doyle, a physi-
cian Jong before he became o teller of
tales, Lo mention only a few. Men of
sclence, who deal only with phenomena
whigh can be welghed, measured, fell,
ween or lheard or wers leaders In the
worldwide revival in the bellef that the
wpirits of men dwell’ in another world
and do nommunicate with the living.

Ax for Dr. Jastrow, himmelf of eml-
nence in the paychological feld of sei-
enoe, he will liiye none of It IMurjn;
yvesterday In Genealogical Hall, 226 Went
Pifly-eighth street. he confessed to A
kind of puzzlement over the tendancy
of some fellow mientisis 1o accapt n be-
lief, which, hie nsserts, certainly has not
brern proved.

Dr. Jastrow plainly seeks to combat
the rising tide of bellef in the cecult, and
to diseredit, sclentifically, such cult ac-
cersories as the oulja hoard, the crystay
ball, the planchette, automatie writing,
apirit photography and the llke. He
maintained that, nside from fraud, pay-
ehlenl manifestations are explainable
from a few recognizged -principles, and
that the “mystery’” which seams to en-
velop the whole subject is no mystery
nt ail,

“Spirit manifestations, said Dr. Jas-
trow, "ure traceable to reactions of the
subgonscious mind In highly keyed and
nervous personalities. The underlying
cnune  of mo-cnlled dunl personality.
trances, spirit writing s the same, the
singular operation of the mubconseious
mind.

“One of the reasons =0 MAany parsons
come to believe in spiritualism (s the
personal nature of the communications
they bLelieve they reécelve from dpartad
loved ones.  But they do not understand
the subtleties often employed by me-
diume, the 'fishing’ carried on by means
of cleverly disguised leading questions,

Calls 1t Hallueinntion.

“But no person has actually any more
extracrdinary power of communication
than has any other person.
sons are more sensitively, nervously con-
structed than others. They are more
subject to trances and forms of hysterin
and hallucinations.
